BOISE, Idaho (AP) - Fear of 
even minor injury is enough lo 
justify sclf-dcfcnsc arguments 
I ngalnst a misdemeanor battery 
charge, the Idaho Court of 
Appeals said in vacating a Boise 
man's conviction. 

In a unanimous ruling issued 
Tuesday, the' ihrce-iudgc court 
said Ada County Magistrate 
Carolyn Minder was wrong to 
-admit hearsay evidence against ~ 
Shawn Hansen and in refusing to 
instruct the jury on self defense. 

Judge Karen Lansing wrote 
that evidence should have been 
submitted to the jui7 indicating 
Hansen might have shoved his 
girlfriend. Cyniliia Slagel, onto a 
coucli on June 20, 1997, only after 
she had slapped him twice. 

Minder was upheld by 4th 
District Judge Ro^rt Ncwhousc 
in her conclusion that a self* 
defense instruction required 
Hansen to show he faced “immi- 
nent danger of great bodily 
harm." She also ruled that the 
instruction required Hansen to 
testify about the danger he felt, 
and that Slugcl’s testimony .aiwut 
the slapping was not enou^i. 

' The Court of Appeals said 
Minder was wrong on both points, 
and that “evidence of reasonable 
fear of some level of bodily harm 
will suffice. 

"Nor is it necessary that this 


evidence come through the 
defendant's own testimony as die 
trial court indicated," Lansing 
wrote. "A defendant is entitled to 
have the jury instructed on his 
theory of the case whenever 
there is some supportive evi- 
dence for that theory." 

IrLaddi.tiphaluLnnpeUatc.coun 

said Minder was wrong to admit 
into evidence at Hansen's trial 
oral and written out-of-court 
statements from Slagel. 

The statements, which Slagel 
made to a police officer at the 
lime of die incident, were in stark 
contrast to her testimony at 
Hansen's trial. She testified dial 
Hansen did not ]iusli her ilirougli 
a door, as site had previously writ- 
ten, but only "put his arm on my 
back and I walked in before 
him.'* 

Slagel also testified that 
Hansen pushed her onto the 
couch of her home only once 
instead of repeatedly, os she had 
written in her police siatcmchi. 
/Vnd slic testified that she slopped 
Hansen twice before he pushed 
her, somciliing to which her writ- 
ten siaiemeni made no reference. 

Minder admitted the out-of- 
court statements because she 
agreed widi prosecutors that they 
fit die ''cxdled utterance hearsay 
exception" to Idaho's rules of evi- 
dence.

Properly stored, jam can be 
kept up to a year.

From railroads to small shops, GOP tax bill helps businesses

WASHINGTON - From rail- 
roads to arrowhead makers to 
huge muldnationol companies, 
the $792 billion tax cut package 
pushed through Congress by 
Republicans has help for busi- 
nesses large and small. 

Roughly $72 billion of the total 
cuts over 20 years would directly 
beneHc business, and many stand 
a good chance of eventually - 
beaming law even if President 
Oimon vetoes' this version of the 
bin as he has promised. 

“Once you’ve gotten into the 


bill, you can go back up to the 
Hill and say, ‘This is noncontro- 
versial because it’s t>een passed 
by either the House or Senate,’” 
said Evan Llddiard, a partner at 
the KPMG accounting firm's 
national tax office. “You've got- 
ten a foot in the water.” 

Some of the breaks arc big and 
complicated, such as a $24 billion 
change in the arcane world of 
international taxes to allow U.S.- 
- based companies a new global 
way of calculating credits for 
interest expenses incurred while 
operating' In o foreign country. 
General Motors Co. led the lob- 


bying effort for that measure.

The sheer size of the tax cut, 
which would be the largest since 
1981, ensured that lobbyists 
stood o-good chance of getting 
their provisions included. 

Railroads and inland water- 
way barge companies, for exam- 
ple, objected to laws forcing 
them to continue paying a 4.3- 
cem-a-gallon fuel excise tax to 
help reduce the federal budget 
deficit - a deficit that no longer 
exists.

Cargill’s profits drop 53% on weak farm economy 


Kansas City (AP) - Cargill Inc., 
llic largest U.S. agribusiness com- 
pany and the biggest private firm 
in the notion, on Tuesday blamed 
a sinking U.S. farm economy and 
litigaiion.with rival.sccdmokcr - 
Pioneer Ki-Bred International 
Inc. for cutting operating profits 
during its 1999 fiscal year by 53 
percent.
